“This is a glorious land, but it is detached in a 
singular way from something for which not 
even the charmea of California can compensate. 
That something is culture. Not that the people 
of California haven't culture, for there are few 
communities in which so many people have had 
cultural advantages. It is the difficulty of keep- 
ing in contact with it. California is dependent 
upon herself in this respect to a degree un- 
suspected by anyone who has not been out here 
for a while. She very largely does her own 
singing, painting, playing—and makes pretty 
much her own music. It would surprise any- 
one not familiar with life on the slope to dis- 
cover how hard it is to see a good play here, 
to hear a good orchestra, or to see a good exhi- 
bition of painting. Those things come to Cali- 
fornia rarely; they fairly run us down at home, 
but here thev are terribly infrequent.

It accounts for the celebrated outdoor theater at 
Rerkelev. One coming out here from cities 
where the arts abound must co-operate with 
others similarly hungry for them to have these 
things. If this were not done all over the State, 
people coming out here would starve spiritually. 
As it Is, they go back once in a while, just as we 
send an electric battery in to be charged. I 
knew you would be interested in this.

Souls have to be watered, and usually one must 
dig ones own well,”
